PASSED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN,
TEXAS, JULY 17, 1941, AND RECORDED IN ORDINANCE
BOOK "L", PAGES 152-1Tk, INCLUSIVE, OF THE ORDINANCE
RECORDS OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN, WHICH ORDINANCE WAS
AMENDATORY COF THAT CERTAIN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING
ZONING REGULATIONS AND DISTRICTS IN ACCORDANCE

WITH A COMPREHENSIVE PLAN PASSED BY THE CITY COUNCIL,
AFRIL 23, 1931, AND RECORDED IN BOOK "I", PAGES 301~
318, INCLUSIVE, OF THE ORDINANCE RECORDS OF THE CITY
OF AUSTIN, THE AMENDATORY ORDINANCE HEREBY CHANGING
THE FOLLOWING: (1) THE NORTH 100 FEET OF LOTS 10 AND
11, BLORK 8, SILLIMAN SUBDIVISION, FROM "C" COMMERCIAL
DISTRICT TO "C-1" COMMERCIAL DISTRICT; (2) LOT 9 AND
THE NORTH 90 FEET OF LOT 8, BLOCK V, RIDGETOP FOURTH
ABBITION, FROM "A" RESIDENCE DISTRICT TO "C" COMMERCIAL
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DISTRICT; AND (3) LOT 7, BLOCK 1, UNIVERSITY PARK
ADDITION, FROM "A" RESIDENCE DISTRICT TO "C" COMMERCIAL
DISTRICT; ALL OF SAID PROPERTY BEING LOCATED IN AUSTIN,
TRAVIS COUNTY, TEXAS; ORDERING A CHANGE IN TRE USE MAPS
SO AS TO RECORD THE CHANGES HEREBY ORDERED; AND SUSPEND-
ING THE RULE REQUIRING THE READING OF ORDINANCES ON
THREE SEPARATE DAYS.

MRS, MINNIE SAPP, Manager A-Bar Hotel, appeared requesting reversing
the one.way traffic on West 27th Street, and having it one-wgy from East to
West. ©She filed a petition signed by approximately 12 citizens joining in
this request. After discussing some suggestions, the Council believed it
could work something out for both this group and for those going to Setons,
and decided to go look at the situation on the ground.

Councilman White offered the following peddlution and moved its adoption:
(RESOLUTTION)

WHEREAS, Mid Valley Utility Constructors are the Contractors for the
elteration of a building located at 123-127 East Seventh Street and desires
a portion of the sidewalk and street space abutting the east part of Lots 7
and 8, Block 69, of the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during
the alteration of the building, such space to be used in the work and for the
storage of materisls therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1, THAT gpace for the uses hereinabove enumersted be granted to saeid
Mid Valley Utility Constructors, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Pegimming st s point in the north line of the above described
property epproximstely 35 feet west of the west line of Brazos
Street; thence in a northerly direction and at right angles to
the center line of East Seventh Street to a point 12 feet north
of the south curb line; thence in a westerly direction and
parallel with the center line of East Seventh Street approxi~
mately 40 feet to a point; thence in a southerly direction and
at right angles to the center line of East Seventh Street to
the north line of the above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and alloiment of space are granted to
the said Mid Valley Utility Constructors, hereinafter termed "Contractor",
upon the following express terms and conditions:

(1) That the Contractor shall construct a Y-foot walkwsy within the
outer boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway to be pro-
tected on each side by a gusrd reil at least 4 feet high and substantially
braced and snchored, and without wood strips or obstructions of any kind along
the pavement within the walkwsy, and at any time in the oplnion of the City
officials it becomes necesgsary for any reeson to install a board floor within
the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector
immediately place such a wood floor end substantially support same to prevent
sagging under load.

(2) 'That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working
space 8 substantial gate which shall be kept closed st all times when not in
use, and at all vimes that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a
person at this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks.
This gate is not to open out go as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading materisl at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working space|

(4) That "NO PARKING" signs shaell be placed nn the street side of the
barricades.

{(5) That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such gllotted working space provided such work office is not
within 25 feet of any corner street intersection.

{6) That the Contractor shall in no wey obstruct any fire plugs or
other public uwtilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7) That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all stoem
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due t0 obstruction of any such storm waler.

(8) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any walk-
way, barricades or obstructions, red lights dwring all periods of darkness and
provide lighting systems for all tunnels.

(9) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
meterials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the neeesgity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceasged, such
time to be determined by the City Menager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barridades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than October 31, 1958.

(10) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to regquire the erection or installation of
additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

_ (11} That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant re-
serves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time
with its publiec utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That public utilities, or public or private property disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City Forces, or public utilities, shell be replaced or repaired
at the Contractors expense.

(13) That the Contractor shall furnish the @ity of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of Two Thoussnd Dollars ($2,000) which shall protect, indemnify
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to any person
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercise of abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of Austin
and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all other
public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the construc-
tion work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway and other
gafegusrds during the occupancy of the gpace. :
